Selectmen's  Report 


We  are  all  very  pleased  with  the  many 
improvements  and  changes  that  have  taken  place 
during  this  past  year.  As  always,  we  seem  to  be  faced 
with  the  extremes;  the  potential  disaster  at  the 
Water  Works  dam  on  one  hand,  and  the  real 
satisfaction  of  participation  in  and  enjoyment  of  our 
Bicentennial  summer  thing  on  the  other. 

We  are  now  in  the  position  of  offering  used 
parking  meters  for  sale  at  a  discount.  Our  cost  for 
rust-proof  paint  and  steel  wool  is  drastically  reduced 
thanks  to  our  new  town  garage.  No  more  sleep  is  lost 
over  where  to  go  next  for  landfill  requirements.  Our 
new  water  system  is  in  the  final  test  phase  and  our 
town  insurance  now  covers  those  unexpected  fires. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  things  that  have  kept 
us  occupied  and  looking  ahead.  It  is  evident  that  this 
new  year  will  offer  its  share  of  challenges.  Our  sewer 
situation  would  seem  to  be  the  most  critical,  but 
there  will  be  several  new  problems  requiring 
solutions. 


Once  again,  we  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the 
many  dedicated  individuals  who  have  served  in 
varying  capacities  which  is  really  what  makes  our 
town  run.

We  are  confident  that  this  type  of  cooperation 
will  see  Exeter  through  the  present  Energy  Crisis 
and  all  those  others  that  are  sure  to  come.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Exeter: 

The  Year,  1973,  was  one  of  many  accomplish- 
ments primarily  due  to  the  leadership  and 
cooperation  from  the  Selectmen  and  the  high 
performance  on  the  part  of  our  Town  employees. 

The  receptive  attitude  of  our  Department  Heads 
in  assuming  greater  management  responsibility  is 
worthy  of  this  special  mention. 

It  has  been  a  rewarding  experience  for  me  to 
observe  that  well  established  and  proven  corporate 
management  principles  can  be  effectively  used  in 
Public  Administration  and  produce  outstanding 
results. 

The  Town  portion  of  the  tax  rate  was  reduced  by 
two  dollars  during  1973.  There  was  an  operating 
budget  surplus  of  $57,000.00  at  years  end.

The   annual   financial   report   of   the   Town   of 
Exeter,     New    Hampshire    for    the    year     ended 
December  31,  1973  is  submitted  herewith. 
Accounting  System  and  Reports 

The  town's  accounting  records  for  general 
governmental  operations  are  maintained  on  a 
modified  accrual  basis,  with  the  revenues  being 
recorded  when  received  and  expenditures  being 
recorded  when  disbursed.  Accounting  records  for  the 
town's  utihties  are  maintained  on  a  cash  basis. 

Budgetary  control  is  maintained  by  recording  the 
appropriations  approved  at  town  meeting  in  March 
and  the  encumbrances  of  this  appropriation  with 
selectmen  warrants  confirmed  at  the  monthly 
selectmen's  meeting.  Selectmen  warrants  are 
examined  carefully  to  determine  they  do  not  exceed 
the  appropriation.  Appropriations  may  be  reclassi- 
fied within  the  general  fund  by  the  selectmen. 
General  Governmental  Functions 

Exhibit  A-1  is  the  comparative  balance  sheet  as 
of  December  31,  1973,  1972  and  reflects  the  changes 
in  accounts.  Exhibit  A-4,  analysis  of  changes  in  fund 
balances,  reflects  the  changes  during  the  year.  It 
discloses  that  the  fund  balance  was  increased  by  net 
revenue  in  the  amount  of  $90,868.33.  The  State  of 
New  Hampshire  resident  taxes  of  prior  periods  were 
reUeved  of  payment  so  that  all  this  revenue  will  go  to 
the  town;  this  amounted  to  $10,061.05.  Exhibit  A-3 
discloses  the  reserve  for  encumbrances  1973  charged 
against  surplus  in  the  net  amount  of  $36,673.91. 

Of  the  surplus  balance  of  $205,116.41, 
$155,000.00  is  available  to  reduce  the  tax  rate.  The 
difference  of  $50,116.41  represents  unpaid  bills  and  a 
contingency  reserve. 


General  Fixed  Assets 

The  general  fixed  assets  of  the  town  are  not 
inventoried  and  the  auditors  were  unable  to  account 
for  the  control  over  these  assets. 

Auditor's  Comments 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  inventory  all  the 
fixed  assets  owned  by  the  town.  Records  of  the 
current  year's  additions  are  being  submitted  to  the 
selectmen  in  another  report. 

The  accounts  of  the  enterprise  funds.  Water  and 
Sewerage  Department,  are  being  maintained  on  a 
modified  accrual  basis  but  reported  on  a  cash  basis. 
The  town  should  change  this  procedure  to  be 
completely  on  the  accrual  basis,  reporting  income 
when  earned  rather  than  merely  received  and 
disbursements  when  incurred  rather  than  when 
disbursed. 

It  should  be  a  policy  of  town  management  to 
continually  review  the  system  of  internal  control 
over  assets  and  funds  to  insure  that  all  items  have 
been  accounted  for.  The  auditors  feel  progress  can  be 
made  in  this  area. 


Acknowledgments 
I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all 
members  of  the  departments  who  assisted  and 
contributed  to  the  preparation  of  these  statements.  I 
should  also  like  to  thank  the  town  manager, 
treasurer  and  selectmen  for  their  co-operation  in  this 
most  difficult  year  due  to  a  change  in  auditors  and 
other  financial  matters.

In  order  to  present  the  correct  balance  of  assets 
and  liabilities  of  the  several  funds  it  was  necessary  to 
adjust  prior  period  balances  in  the  amount  of 
$74,810.63.  Summarized  as  follows:  to  the  general 
fund,    addition    $81,279.17;     to    the    water    fund, 


deduction  $16,895.99;  to  the  sewerage  fund,  addition 
$10,427.45.  In  addition,  an  appropriation  not  voted 
at  town  meeting  of  $20,379.00  for  the  water  works 
dam  restoration  was  transferred  to  the  water 
department  and  is  a  part  of  its  cash  in  bank.  No 
disbursement  of  these  funds  has  occurred  as  of  this 
report.  The  fund  has  not  been  segregated  as  of 
December  31,  1973. 

In  my  opinion,  and  subject  to  the  paragraph 
above,  the  accompanying  statements  present  fairly 
the  assets  and  habilities  of  the  various  funds  of  the 
Town  of  Exeter  as  of  December  31,  1973,  arising 
from  cash  transactions,  and  the  revenue  collected 
and  expenditures  disbursed  during  the  year  ended, 
on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

I  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  for  the 
Town  of  Exeter's  Highway  Department. 

During  the  year  1973,  there  was  a  total  of  17 
storms  with  a  total  accumulation  of  approximately 
29  inches  of  snow  and  nine  freezing  rain  storms. 

Summer  maintenance  consisted  of  spring  clean- 
up, cold-patching  potholes,  manholes  and  catch 
basin  repairs,  sweeping  of  streets,  and  trimming  and 
grooming  of  roadsides. 

Along  with  our  regular  summer  maintenance,  the 
parking  lot  behind  Kurtz  Restaurant,  Lincoln  Street 
and  Park  Street  were  reconstructed  and  paved. 
Center  Street  and  Center  Street  parking  lot,  Spring 


Street,  Elm  Street,  Maple  Street,  the  Twin  Bridge  on 
Chestnut  Hill  Avenue  and  a  portion  of  the  sidewalks 
in  the  downtown  area  were  overlayed  with  hot  top. 
Washington  Street,  Gardner  Street,  Stevens 
Court,  Swasey  Parkway  and  a  portion  of  Drinkwater 
Road  were  done  with  a  stone  chip  mix.  Reconstruc- 
tion, stone  chip  mix  and  overlaying  was  done  by  Bell 
&  Flynn,  Inc.,  with  the  exception  of  raising  catch 
basins  and  manholes  and  repairs  which  was  done  by 
Town  Employees.

Exeter  Water  £ind  Sewer  Departments 


I  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  for  the 
Town  of  Exeter's  Water  and  Sewer  Departments. 

In  May,  1973,  with  construction  of  the  water 
treatment  plant  well  under  way,  Exeter's  Water  and 
Sewer  Departments  merged  together.  This  enabled 
us  to  gain  flexability  in  pipe  Hne  maintenance  and 
allowed  two  members  of  the  Water  Department  to 
begin  training  as  operators  for  our  new  water 
treatment  plant. 

We  repaired  several  water  leaks  this  year  — 
some  under  emergency  condition  requiring  the  use  of 
our  1965  six  inch,  1,000  gallon  per  minute  pump. 

Fire  hydrants  were  repaired,  painted,  and  flushed 
as  much  as  possible  with  respect  to  the  limited 
supply  of  water  available  from  our  two  wells. 

Surface  water  drainage  was  removed  from  the 
sewer  system  at  Westside  Manor  and  Exeter  High 


School,  minimizing  high  level  alarms  at  Court  and 
Front  Street  pumping  stations  and  flooded  cellars  in 
the  Westside  Manor  area. 

While  conducting  our  water  pressure  cleaning 
program  of  sewer  hnes  this  year,  25  missing  manhole 
structures  were  found. 

A  John  Deere  410  Backhoe  Loader  combination 
was  purchased  out  of  Sewer  Department  surplus  for 
the  betterment  of  our  maintenance  and  construction 
programs. 

In  anticipation  of  the  completion  and  start  up  of 
our  new  water  treatment  plant,  my  annual  report  for 
the  Water  and  Sewer  Departments  is  respectfully 
submitted.

A  Juvenile  Division  under  the  direction  of  Ser- 
geant Frank  Caracciolo,  has  been  in  operation  since 
April,  1973.  As  the  report  dictates,  the  majority  of 
the  cases  were  handled  within  the  department,  with 
the  philosophy  that  prevention  of  future  involve- 
ment is  top  priority. 

With    this    attitude   in    mind,    a    Police-School 


liaison  program  was  implemented  with  full 
cooperation  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr. 
Jerome  Melvin,  and  the  Administrative  staffs  of  the 
various  schools.  The  idea  behind  this  program  is  that 
a  police  officer  acts  as  a  resource  person  to  help 
students  better  understand  the  law. 

A  program  entitled  "Youth  and  the  Pohce"  will 
go  into  effect  January  28,  1974,  in  which  Sgt. 
Caracciolo  will  teach  two  periods  a  day  at  the  High 
School.  The  curriculum  includes  basic  law 
enforcement  problems  dealing  with  youth,  as  well  as 
topics  including  state  laws,  poUce  history,  the  crime 
problem,  and  traffic  safety.  Part  of  this  program 
includes  a  Ride-along  involvement  in  which 
students  will  ride  with  a  full-time  officer  while  on 
patrol. 

I  am  grateful  and  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to 
my  officers  and  members  of  the  Police  Department, 
Town  officials  and  citizens  of  Exeter  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  this  past  year.

Visiting  Nurse  Association 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  a 
Community  Health  Service  providing  skilled  nursing 
care  on  an  intermittent  basis  and  physical  therapy  to 
patients  in  their  home.  Service  is  provided  by 
registered  professional  nurses  and  a  registered 
physical  therapist  experienced  in  public  health.  Care 
is  provided  through  orders  from  each  patient's 
physician. 

The  nurse  gives  treatments  such  as  changing 
surgical  dressings,  hyperdermic  injections,  etc.  She 
assists  with  the  rehabilitation  of  persons  (of  all  ages) 
handicapped  by  arthritis,  heart  trouble,  diabetes, 
cancer,  stroke,  mental  illness,  accidents,  and  similar 
conditions.  The  nurse  instructs  designated  persons 
to  give  needed  care  between  nursing  visits,  and 
teaches  families  and  individuals  good  nutrition  and 
understanding  of  special  diets;  she  advises  new  and 
expectant  mothers  in  the  care  of  themselves  and 
their  babies;  provides  tuberculosis  and  psychiatric 
follow-up  and  refers,  when  appropriate,  to  other 
agencies.  The  physical  therapist  evaluates,  estab- 
lishes, and  supervises,  and/or  carries  out  a  program 
to  return  the  patient  to  his  maximum  abilities. 

The  Association  provides  the  services  of  a  Home 
Health  Coordinator  to  the  Exeter  Hospital,  who 
assists  in  planning  for  the  necessary  care  required  for 
the  patient  to  return  to  his  home. 

A  Well  Child  clinic,  sponsored  by  the  Association 
and  the  Division  of  Public  Health,  is  held  monthly, 
and  provides  physicals,  immunizations,  and  well 
child  care  to  eligible  children. 

As  of  October  31,  1973,  a  total  of  2,661  nursing 
and  therapy  visits  were  made  to  354  individuals  in 
Exeter.

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Public  Library  Report 


The  library  has  made  steady  but  unspectacular 
progress  during  the  past  year.  There  hasn't  been 
anything  dramatic,  such  as  the  fresh  paint  and  new 
carpeting  of  the  past  years,  but  the  circulation  and 
registration  have  been  steadily  rising  and  the 
squeeze  is  getting  steadily  worse  as  we  are  literally 
running  out  of  room.  Some  of  the  shelves  are  so  tight 
the  books  can  hardly  be  shoehorned  in.  And  of  course 
the  lack  of  space  precludes  expanding  into  other 
areas;  there  is  no  place  to  put  another  record  bin,  for 
instance,  much  less  any  place  to  put  listening 
booths. 

Help  is  on  the  way.  The  140-year  run  of  The 
Exeter  News-Letter  is  currently  being  microfilmed, 
which  will  reduce  the  collection  to  more  manageable 
size  and  open  up  some  space  in  the  reference  room.  If 
our  budget  requests  pass  we  will  be  able  to  do  over 
the  upstairs  room  into  a  meeting  and  program  room, 
which  we  badly  need;  the  enormously  successful 
Christmas  program  when  the  Little  Red  Wagon  from 
Durham  came  and  put  on  a  puppet  show  pointed  this 
up  —  we  had  kids  sitting  on  top  of  the  bookshelves. 
And  of  course,  if  we  had  a  place  to  put  on  programs, 
we  could  do  more  of  them,  as  well  as  have  a  facihty 
we  could  offer  to  local  groups.  And  we  have  ordered 
new  catalog  drawers,  so  the  drawers  won't  fall  apart 
if  you  pull  them  too  hard. 

The  dormant  Friends  of  the  Library  group  is 
again  breathing  into  action  as  we  have  finally  found 
somebody  willing  to  take  on  the  Presidency.  This 
energetic  lady  is  Mrs.  Helen  Vaughter  and  we  thank 
her  in  advance  for  the  trouble  we  know  she's  going  to 
undertake.  Not  that  Friends  are  hard  to  find:  The 
donations  in  cash,  books,  and  cookies  has  been 
unbehevable,  and  the  offers  of  help  —  and  the  kind 
words  —  encouraging.  And  of  course  the  trustees 
have  worked  hard  all  year,  prodding  and  pressing 
and  generally  finagling  to  get  things  done. 

We  could  stop  here.  We  could  sit  back  and  be 
happy  with  a  best-of-Ughtweight-division  title.  Our 
circulation,  our  books,  our  media,  everything 
compares  very  favorably  with  the  other  small 
libraries  in  the  area.  Unfortunately,  perhaps,  we  are 
being  nudged  out  of  the  lightweight  division. 
Perhaps  because  of  our  favorable  status,  borrowers 
from  outside  Exeter  are  increasingly  using  the  Exe- 
ter Library,  and  they  can  do  this  for  free  under  the 
statewide  library  development  program.  In  theory, 


Exeter  gets  $2,000  a  year  for  participating  in  this 
program.  So  far  we  haven't  gotten  a  cent.  Plus, 
Exeter  residents  are  using  the  library  more. 

We  really  should  have  longer  hours,  perhaps 
staying  open  Sunday  afternoons:  That  is  chiefly  a 
matter  of  paying  the  staff.  We  should  be  having 
more  programs:  With  the  new  staff  room  we  can. 
And  we  should  get  more  books,  magazines, 
everything:  We  know  the  demand  is  there.  We  can 
even,  by  borrowing  and  scrimping,  afford  it. 
Unfortunately,  there  is  no  place  to  put  it.

Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks  Report  of  Conservation  Commission 


Your  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  has 
endeavored  to  provide  as  comprehensive  a  program 
as  possible  at  minimum  expense  to  the  taxpayers. 
This  purpose  has  been  achieved  only  through  the 
deeply  appreciated  cooperation  of  other  town 
officials,  town  departments,  community  groups  and 
organizations,  and  through  the  invaluable  assistance 
of  the  many  volunteer  workers  who  have  given  so 
generously  of  their  time  and  talent. 

Last  year's  acquisition  of  22  acres  of  land  on  the 
Hampton  Road  will  serve  community  needs  for 
many  years  to  come.  Through  careful  planning  and 
setting  of  priorities,  the  area  can  be  developed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  all. 

Some  of  the  many  programs  and  activities 
offered  by  the  Recreation  Department  are:  Soccer, 
Basketball,  Baseball,  Softball,  Arts  &  Crafts,  Rifle 
Club,  Youth  Hockey,  Swim  Team,  Ski  Lessons, 
Dance  Classes,  Teen  Socials,  Physical  Fitness,  Trips 
and  Outings,  and  a  complete  eight-week  Summer 
Playground  program.  Our  Senior  Citizens  group, 
meeting  weekly  at  the  Community  Center,  has 
increased  to  more  than  120. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  and  gratitude  to  the 
many  hundreds  of  volunteers  for  making  many  of  the 
above  programs  possible. 

Our  most  popular  new  program  last  year  was  the 
Summer  Outdoor  Movies  on  Park  Street  Common, 
with  family  films  being  shown  each  week  for  a 
six-week  period. 

The  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  goal  is  to 
improve  all  our  parks  and  commons  so  that  they  will 
be  looked  upon  as  outstanding  in  the  State  and  New 
England.  The  accomplishment  at  Gale  Park  on  Front 
Street  is  an  example  of  what  can  be  done  with  full 
community  support.  In  1973,  800  tulip  bulbs  and 
many  rose  bushes  were  planted  in  various  areas  of 
the  town,  as  part  of  our  beautification  project. 

This  community  is  one  to  enjoy  and  be  proud  of, 
and  it  will  always  be  the  goal  of  the  Exeter 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department  to  do  our  part  to 
keep  Exeter  a  nice  place  in  which  to  live,  work,  learn 
and  enjoy  Recreation  of  the  highest  standard.

This  past  year  was  highlighted  by  the  official 
opening  of  Henderson-Swasey  Park  on  October  13. 
The  park  presently  offers  four  different  self-guiding 
trails  through  its  approximately  175  acres.  A  wildlife 
trail,  forestry  trail,  sawdust  pile  trail,  and  the  Fort 
Rock  Trail  make  up  the  four.  An  even  greater  variety 
of  trails  will  be  offered  in  the  future  along  with  a 
cross  country  ski  trail.  The  park  is  open  to  all  Exeter 
residents  and  copies  of  the  three  trails  may  be 
obtained  at  the  town  office  or  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
An  additional  seven  acres  has  also  been  added  to  the 
park  this  year. 

The  Commission's  tree  nursery  will  be  providing 
most  of  the  trees  for  this  year's  tree  planting 
program.  Last  year  127  trees  were  planted  in  Exeter: 
27  flowering  crabs  and  100  sycamores  and  maples. 

The  Commission  received  a  grant  of  $460  from 
the  Ford  Foundation  for  a  project  to  identify  and 
permanently  mark  the  boundaries  of  two  tracts  of 
land  adjacent  to  Henderson-Swasey  Park. 

On  Saturday,  Nov.  17,  the  N.H.  Cooperative 
Extension  Service  sponsored  a  "Shade  Tree 
Transplant  Nursery  Tour"  through  the  Exeter 
Nursery.  The  tour  was  directed  by  Roger  Sloan  of 
the  Commission. 

Again  this  year,  a  student  was  sent  to  the 
Conservation  Camp. 

Three  meetings  were  held  to  try  to  initiate  a 
recycUng  program  for  Exeter  residents  but  little 
interest  was  shown  by  them.  A  salt  ordinance  was 
sponsored  by  the  commission,  placed  on  the  town 
warrant,  and  passed  by  the  townspeople.  It  is  hoped 
that  a  more  careful  control  of  salt  will  aid  in 
protecting  our  future  water  supply. 

The  Commission  thanks  the  citizens  of  Exeter  for 
providing  funds  to  support  its  projects.  Suggestions 
as  to  how  it  should  best  proceed  to  conserve  and 
improve  upon  our  natural  resources  are  welcomed. 
Meetings  are  held  monthly  and  are  open  to  the 
public.

In  1973  there  were  47  applications:  8  perimeter 
surveys,  15  non-residential  site  plans  and  24 
residential  subdivisions.  Legal  action  has  been  taken 
on  all  but  five. 

Non-residential  site  plans  represented  five  new 
commercial  businesses,  eight  expansions,  plus  the 
Town's  Hampton  Road  recreational  facility. 

Twenty  appUcations  for  residential  subdivision 
received  final  approval,  totaling  286  dwelling  units 
or  house  lots.  Two  of  these  were  Planned  Unit 
Developments  (PUD),  one  is  off  the  Epping  Road  in 
the  R-4  District  and  the  other  off  the  Hampton  Road 
accounting  for  250  units.  In  addition,  there  are  four 
subdivision  applications  before  the  Board,  totaling 
171  house  lots  or  dwelling  units.  Again  one  PUD 
accounts  for  the  majority,  98  units. 

Mid-April,  the  Board  voted  to  increase 
application  fees  to  defray  the  cost  of  a  needed 
full-time  planning  coordinator. 

Mid-September,  Douglas  Mellin  joined  the  Town 
staff  as  planning  coordinator  working  with  this 
Board,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  the  Town 
Manager. 


Two  members,  Edith  Holland  and  Wesley 
Thomas,  resigned.  In  total,  four  new  members  joined 
the  Board. 

The  Selectmen  and  Town  Manager  authorized  a 
Soil  Map  for  the  Town  of  Exeter  to  be  prepared  by 
the  Soil  Conservation  Service.  We  are  grateful  that 
they  accepted  this  recommendation.  Each  acre 
throughout  the  town  will  be  tested  for  soil  type,  and 
the  information  will  be  of  value  not  only  to  us  but  to 
the  Conservation  Commission  and  other  Town 
departments.  We  hope  better  land  use  recommenda- 
tions will  result. 

The  members  of  the  Board  and  I  want  to  thank 
the  voters  for  adopting  the  new  Zoning  Ordinance. 
We've  found  it  easier  to  identify  trouble  spots  and 
recommend  amendment  proposals.

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Report  of 
Historic  District  Commission 


The  Historic  District  Commission's  first  concern 
in  1973  was  the  proposal  for  a  second  Historic  Dis- 
trict in  the  Park  Street-Cass  Street  area.  Following  a 
hearing  in  January  the  Commission  removed  the 
Park  Street  Common  from  the  proposed  area.  The 
Selectmen  were  opposed  to  the  inclusion  of  the 
Common  area.  At  the  March  Town  Meeting  the 
proposed  Historic  District  was  not  accepted. 

The  Commission's  chief  concern  for  the  next  six 
months  was  the  matter  of  suitable  designs  for  the 
building  additions  and  grounds  of  the  Telephone 
Company  project.  The  Commission  sought  profes- 
sional architectural  advice  before  agreeing  to  the 
proposed  destruction  of  a  building  on  the  site.  In 
September  the  Commission  gave  approval  to  the 
final  set  of  plans. 

The  Historic  District  guidelines,  prepared  by  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Planning  Office,  which  were 
under  study  last  year,  were  clarified  and  modified  for 
our  local  use.  A  new  certificate  of  application  was 
prepared. 

Two  new  members  were  appointed  this  year  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen:  Miriam  LeBaron  and 
Robert  Stewart.  Mr.  Stewart  is  the  Planning  Board's 


representative.  Mrs.  LeBaron  replaces  Nancy 
Merrill,  who  felt  that  her  work  with  the  Bicentennial 
Commission  made  it  impossible  to  devote  her  time  to 
the  Historic  District  Commission.  The  Commission 
regrets  the  necessity  for  her  action  and  will  miss  her 
wise  and  able  leadership. 

This  past  year  the  Commission  has  received 
requests  for  an  extension  at  the  rear  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Church,  alterations  to  the  Browning  House, 
and  the  relocation  of  a  garage  at  79  Front  Street.  All 
of  these  requests  were  granted.

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Report  of  the  Housing  Authority 

The  year  1973  was  a  successful  one  for  the  Exeter 
Housing  Authority,  in  spite  of  serious  financial 
difficulties.  In  a  year  of  continually  rising  costs, 
federal  funds  for  our  program  were  frozen  at  1972 
levels.  This  has  meant  that  the  Authority  was  not 
able  to  take  on  sorely  needed  additional  units  as  we 
had  hoped,  nor  have  we  been  able  to  purchase  land 
for  new  building.  We  have  been  also  unable  to  raise 
the  subsidies  we  pay  landlords  for  their  apartments. 
A  determined  effort  by  Executive  Director  John  C. 
Munroe  kept  down  administrative  costs.  The  recent 
merger  of  office  facilities  with  the  Newmarket 
Authority  is  one  step  taken  to  increase  efficiency  and 
economy. 

In  spite  of  stringent  financial  conditions,  the 
Authority  continues  to  subsidize  housing  for  the 
elderly  in  100  units  throughout  Exeter.  The  Director 
has  worked  to  phase  out  substandard  apartments 
among  these  units  and  to  relocate  tenants  in  more 
desirable  homes.  Most  landlords  have  cooperated  by 
improving  their  facilities  as  requested.  The  overall 
effect  has  been:  1.,  to  provide  Exeter  with 
comfortable  dignified  housing  for  elderly  citizens,  2., 
to  bring  additional  spending  power  into  the  town  by 
subsidizing  the  rents  for  these  units  with  available 
federal  funds,  3.,  to  encourage  upgrading  of  housing 
without  depriving  the  Town  of  taxable  property. 

The  Commissioners  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  commend  Mr.  Munroe  and  his  Assistant,  Ms. 
Margaret  Volk  for  their  devoted  and  unremitting 
efforts  to  maintain  the  standards  of  the  program 
with  no  reduction  in  the  number  of  residents  it 
serves.
